The  natural  increase  in  the  population  (i.e.  excess  of  births  over  deaths) 
was  53.  The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  mid-year  population  of  15,360 
is  400  above  the  1971  figure.  It  would  appear  that  the  population  is  once 
again  on  the  increase. 

The  number  of  births  showed  a decrease  of  45  compared  with  1971  and 
live  birth  rate  of  13.5  is  below  the  national  figure. 

Infant  mortality  decreased  to  3 and  the  infant  mortality  rate  fell  to  15 
which  is  now  below  the  national  average. 

It  is  gratifying  that,  once  again,  there  have  been  no  maternal  deaths  in 
the  district. 

The  number  of  deaths  decreased  by  22  compared  with  1971  to  give  a 
death  rate  of  9.3  which  is  well  below  the  national  figure  of  12.1.

46%  of  deaths  occurred  in  the  75 -plus  group  and  a further  22%  in  the 
65-74  year  group.  The  75-plus  group  showed  a drop  of  77  on  last  year. 

Once  again  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  oi  poliomyelitis  in  the  Dist- 
rict due  no  doubt  to  immunisation  and  vaccination.  Infectious  disease 
decreased  during  the  year.  Measles  showed  a marked  delcine  and  it  now 
looks  as  if  measles  vaccination  is  taking  some  effect.

Dental  Treatment 

Lindsey  County  Council  arrange  treatment  for  mothers  and  children. 
The  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  holds  a dental  clinic  at  Market  Rasen 
and  Brigg  and  has  a mobile  Clinic  for  visits  to  Schools. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

Laboratory  examinations  are  mostly  done  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
St.  Aime’s  Road,  Lincoln,  and  sometimes  at  Grimsby  and  District  Hospital. 

Dr.  Wallace  is  always  willing  to  advise  on  any  problems  that  arise  and 
his  help  is  greatly  appreciated.  Some  use  was  made  of  the  facilities  for 
chemical  examination  of  samples  offered  by  Lindsey  County  Council. 

Samples  for  chemical  analysis  are  sent  to  Northern  Analysts  in  Hull. 


Ambulance  Service. 

An  ambulance  may  be  obtained  through  the  patient’s  own  doctor,  or  in 
emergency  by  contacting  the  telephone  exchange. 


Chiropody  Service. 

Lindsey  County  Council  provides  this  service  in  Caistor  Rural  District 
except  for  Caistor  itself,  the  work  being  carried  out  by  chiropodists  employed 
by  the  County  Council.  The  scheme  now  caters  for  the  elderly,  expectant 
mothers,  the  physically  handicapped  and  mentally  subnormal  persons. 

Treatment  is  provided  at  numerous  centres  in  the  Rural  District  but  in 
the  case  of  a person  unable  to  attend  the  treatment  centre,  the  chiropodist 
will  visit  the  patient’s  own  home  to  provide  treatment.  The  County  Council 
makes  a fixed  charge,  with  the  exception  of  persons  in  receipt  of  a Social 
Security  supplementary  benefit,  in  which  case  treatment  is  provided  free  of 
charge. 

The  Chiropody  service  in  Caistor  is  provided  by  the  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Committee, 

Cervical  Cytology. 

This  service  still  continues  to  be  available  through: - 

(a)  the  patient’s  General  Practitioner^ 

(b)  Lindsey  County  Council  at  Cleethorpes  and  Brigg  Clinics- 

(c)  the  Hospital  Out-Patient  Department; 

(d)  the  Family  Planning  Clinic. 

It  is  regrettable  that  this  service  is  not  used  to  a greater  extent.  This 
simple  test  which  allows  for  the  early  detection  of  cancer  of  the  cervix  is  a 
first  class  preventive  measure  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  years  to  come 
more  women  will  come  forward  for  the  test. 
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Family  Planning. 

The  National  Health  Service  (Family  Planning)  Act,  1967,  provided 
local  health  authorities  with  the  power  to  make  arrangements  for  the  giving 
of  advice  on  contraception  and  for  the  supply  of  contraceptive  substances  and 
appliances  to  the  public  generally  and  no  longer  only  to  those  seeking  advice 
on  medical  grounds.  No  distinction  is  to  be  drawn  between  married  and 
unmarried  persons.  No  charge  is  to  be  made  for  advice  or  examination  but 
charge  can  be  made  for  materials. 

Lindsey  County  Council  operate  a scheme  and  have  arranged  for  the 
Family  Planning  Association  to  provide  the  service  as  the  County  Council’s 
agents. 

The  County  Council  have  decided  to  charge  for  the  supply  of  prescrip- 
tions, drugs  and  appliances,  though  the  amount  to  be  recovered  will  take 
account  of  each  person’s  financial  circumstances. 

The  County  Council  have  also  decided  that  parental  consent  shall  not 
be  necessary  for  any  category  of  patient  over  16  years  of  age. 

The  service  locally  will  be  available  through  the  Family  Planning  Clinics 
at  Milton  Road,  Nunsthorpe,  Grimsby  and  The  Clinic,  The  Cedars,  Bigby 
Road,  Brigg. 


School  Health  Service. 

It  is  regrettable  that  due  to  the  recommendations  of  the  organisation 
and  methods  team,  the  County  Medical  Officer  is  no  longer  able  to  provide 
details  of  the  examinations  carried  out  in  the  Caistor  Rural  District. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  AND  NATIONAL  ASSIST- 
ANCE (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1951. 

These  Acts  provide  for  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in 
need  of  care  and  attention.

Council  Property  Maintenance. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  list  a vast  amount  of  work  has  been  done  but 
it  was  not  enough  — it  never  is!  The  Council’s  policy  of  endeavouring  to 
improve  houses  while  continuing  to  maintain  them  at  as  high  a standard  as 
possible,  is,  I am  sure,  the  right  system.  But  with  the  completely  different 
social  pattern  of  most  of  us,  the  problem  is  to  get  the  urgent  jobs  done  quickly 
and  still  retain  time  to  do  improvements.  The  form  of  repairs,  the  standard 
of  home  which  folk  want  — these  have  changed  very  considerably  in  the  last 
few  years  and  it  is  very  difficult  indeed  to  keep  or  make  the  older  houses  up 
to  the  standard  of  condition  that  is  now  the  normal  pattern. 

The  houses  the  Council  own  are  now  even  more  the  best  rented  houses 
which  are  available  to  the  general  public. 


Painting. 

Tenders  were  accepted  from  three  contractors  for  the  painting  of  125 
Council  properties. 

Three  brands  of  paint  were  again  used  for  a cross  check  on  durability.

Refuse  Collection. 

Back  door  collection  continues  to  operate  except  in  a very  small  minority 
of  cases  where  by  reason  of  length  of  haulage  the  property  is  either  inaccessible 
or  the  service  uneconomical;  in  these  cases  the  occupiers  deposit  their  plastic 
sacks  at  a selected  place  close  to  the  roadside. 

The  bigger  villages,  including  H.M.  Forces  married  quarters,  enjoy  a 
weekly  service  and  the  remainder  of  the  area  a fortnightly  collection. 

Faldingworth  RAF  Barracks /Messes  were  opened  up  as  an  Asian 
Resettlement  Centre  to  house  approximately  420  persons.  Prior  to  their 
arrival  a great  deal  of  work  was  done  with  various  authorities  and  organisations, 
including  the  supply  of  refuse  bins /liners  to  selected  sites,  a portable  incin- 
erator, and  immediate  necessities  such  as  day-to-day  cleaning  materials. 
Needless  to  say  this  extra  work  put  extra  strain  on  all  services  and  staff. 

Every  property  now  uses  bin  liners  which  has  resulted  in  a better  and 
cleaner  service.  With  the  exception  of  Market  Rasen  all  other  nearby 
authorities  are  now  on  bin  liner  refuse  collection  and  the  type  and  size  of 
the  sacks  have  been  standardised. 
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Refuse  Disposal. 

Refuse  tips  at  Caistor,  Keelby  and  Walesby  continue  to  be  used  but  due 
to  indiscriminate  tipping  at  the  Keelby  tip,  which  is  close  by  a main  road, 
it  was  decided  to  have  it  filled  in  as  quickly  as  possible,  dressed,  and  returned 
to  its  owners,  Keelby  Parish  Council. 

Derelict  vehicles  and  heavy  items  are  received  by  written  consent  at  the 
Caistor  (Sandbraes)  tip  which  is  completely  controlled.  All  the  tips  are 
controlled  by  Council-owned  John  Deere  with  a Drott  bucket. 

As  required  under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  a free  tip  is  provided  — situ- 
ated adjacent  a road,  at  Mansgate  Hill,  Nettleton.  Levelling  at  this  tip  is 
done  as  and  when  necessary  by  a private  contractor  who  operates  opposite. 

Tipping  facilities  were  virtually  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  at 
Caistor  (Sandbraes)  and  Woodhill  area,  Nettleton  was  brought  into  use.  This 
tip  is  ideally  sited  and  will  have  use  for  a great  number  of  years.

The  one  holiday  site  (134  mobile  homes)  at  Nettleton  continues  to 
operate  and  was  never  fully  extended. 

The  permanent  site  (80  mobile  homes)  at  Swinhipe  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily  and,  as  the  majority  of  occupants  are  permanent  residents,  the 
site  has  an  added  amenity  value.

In  an  effort  to  reduce  the  number  of  remaining  pail  closets  in  the  area  the 
Council  allow  a maximum  grant  of  £00  where  septic  tank  drainage  is  neces- 
sary and  £20  where  the  sewer  is  available.  Although  only  6 conversions 
were  completed  during  the  year,  there  was  a total  of  34  changeovers  from- 
pail  to  water-carriage  system;  the  difference  being  incorporated  in  improve- 
ment grants  leaving  approximately  100  pail  closets  to  be  serviced. 

As  suggested  in  Department  of  the  Environment  Circular  46/71 
requesting  local  authorities  to  deal  as  expeditiously  as  possible  with  improve- 
ment grants,  executive  powers  were  given  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Housing 
Committee,  the  Clerk,  and  the  Surveyor  to  deal  with  all  applications. 


Night-Soil  Collection. 

This  Service  is  now  reduced  to  approximately  100  pails  and  will 
eventually  be  discontinued  altogether  as  the  maiority  of  pail  closets  are  those 
used  by  the  older  age -groups  — pensioners  and  disabled.  In  the  remainder 
of  cases  many  of  the  dwellings  are  scheduled  for  inspection  under  slum 
clearance.

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I am  indebted  to  Mr.  C.  Cooper,  Engineer  & Manager  of  the  North  East 
Lincolnshire  Water  Board  for  these  comments  and  reports;  also,  for  the 
valuable  assistance  that  he  and  his  staff  so  readily  give. 

Further  extensions  and  improvements  to  the  distribution  system  have 
been  made  during  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1973. 

A 100mm  main  has  been  laid  from  Audleby  Top  to  the  Somerby  Reser- 
voir to  reinforce  supplies  generally  from  Grasby  to  Kettleby  and  to  provide 
first  time  supplies  to  high  level  farms. 

Advantage  was  taken  of  roadworks  to  replace  an  existing  75mm  main 
in  Gallamore  Lane  with  a 150mm  main  eventually  to  be  extended  to  Middle 
Rasen  Village. 

The  100mm  main  on  the  Caistor  High  Street  was  extended  to  afford 
supplies  to  Kirmond  Top. 

Mains  were  laid  to  housing  developments  in  Caistor  and  Keelby. 

A Standby  Automatic  Alternator  was  brought  into  use  at  Caistor  Top 
to  ensure  continuity  of  supply  along  the  Caistor  Ridge  following  a failure  of 
the  public  electricity  supply.

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Narrative  Report. 

The  Act  continues  to  be  enforced  by  the  inspectorate  of  three  employed 
by  this  Council  in  conjunction  with  their  normal  public  health  duties  and, 
as  the  area  is  predominantly  agricultural /residential  with  no  large  industry, 
this  arrangement  is  satisfactory. 

No  accidents  were  reported  or  found  during  routine  visits. 

There  are  no  establishments  large  enough  to  install  micro -wave  methods 
of  cooking,  and  only  one  small  laundrette. 

Ample  seating  facilities  are  provided  for  employees  in  all  premises  where 
applicable. 


DISINFESTATION 

27  dwellings  were  treated  during  the  year,  of  which  only  2 were  occupied 
during  the  process. 

R.A.F.  quarters  and  food  premises  were  regularly  treated  under  contract. 

The  greatest  number  of  infestations  were  due  to  cockroaches.  Cockroach 
specific  No.  10  (1%  Dieldrin  dust  activated  by  pyrethrin)  proved  most 
effective  as  it  gives  quick  knock-down  with  long  residual  action. 

One  dwelling  occupied  by  an  elderly  widow  was  grossly  infested  with 
fleas  and  had  to  be  treated  twice.  The  police,  the  ambulance,  and  the  work- 
men were  all  affected.

The 
Council  are  fortunate  in  that  Mr.  H.  Green,  who  does  most  of  the  work,  is  not 
only  the  Technical  Assistant  but  the  part-time  Chief  of  the  Caistor  Fire  Brig- 
ade.

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CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT,  1967. 

During  the  year  1 1 vehicles  were  removed  from  the  highways  either  as 
traffic  hazards  or  after  being  abandoned.  53  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose 
of  enforcing  the  Act.  Formal  action  was  necessary  in  or^ly  3 cases. 

At  every  stage  the  requirements  of  the  Act  are  strictly  adhered  to  and  the 
police  kept  informed  at  each  stage.  My  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  Police 
for  their  continued  assistance  in  helping  to  enable  the  enforcement  of  the 
Act  to  be  carried  out  quickly  and  smoothly. 


ACCIDENT  PREVENTION  — HOME  SAFETY 

This  branch  of  work  is  now  firmly  established  as  part  of  the  local 
authority’s  duty  to  the  public  and  is  much  appreciated  due  entirely  to  the 
efforts  of  Mr.  Lowis,  now  designated  Home  Saf^ety  Officer.  His  willingness 
and  service  during  the  winter  months,  coupled  with  the  Council’s  consent  to 
short  ‘pop -in’  visits  to  the  elderly,  makes  them  more  aware  of  the  need  for 
safety  in  the  home.  Pressures  of  the  Officer’s  normal  duties  is  gradually 
reducing  these  visits. 

Talks,  with  discussions,  were  given  to  various  village  organisatiions,  in- 
cluding senior  girl  scholars  in  class  and  also  to  a group  of  nine  senior  girls 
who  participated  in  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh’s  Award  Scheme  — initiative  and 
leadership  — Bronze  Medal.  All  were  successful  with  above  average  marks 
as  reported  by  Lindsey  County  Council  assessor. 

Liaison  with  the  Health  Education  Officer,  Lindsey  County  Council,  is 
close  and  his  advice  and  willingness  to  give  assistance  at  all  times  cannot  be 
too  highly  appreciated.  At  his  request  talks  were  extended  to  a Women’s 
Institute  in  a neighbouring  authority. 

The  booklet  published  in  1971  still  proves  popular.  Several  Home 
Safety  Committees  showed  interest  in  its  production  and  at  least  two  are  to 
produce  their  own  booklets  for  the  first  time. 

Suitable  literature  and  hand-outs  including  posters  are  brought  to  the 
public’s  notice,  such  places  including  notice  boards,  libraries,  post  offices 
and  parents  of  newly  registered  babies,  but  as  many  of  the  mothers  have  their 
confinements  outside  the  area,  these  events  are  not  recorded  in  this  area  so 
baby  literature  cannot  be  brought  to  their  notice. 

New  Safety  Regulations  governing  the  sale  of  electric  blankets  came  into 
force  on  the  1st  January,  1972,  requiring  specified  warnings  and  instructions 
to  be  prominently  displayed  on  their  containers  and  with  effect  from  the  1st 
September,  1972,  each  conuiner  must  state  whether  it  is  an  over /under 
blanket  and  if  suitable  to  be  used  when  the  bed  is  occupied. 

Over  the  years  this  has  become,  and  been  recognised  by  the  Council 
and  the  public  as  being,  one  of  the  most  important  duties  the  Council  have 
to  perform.  There  is  no  doubt  that  Mr.  Lowis’  interest  and  energy  in  this 
work  have  been  most  valuable.

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Additional  staff  was  employed  during  the  past  year  therefore  more  do- 
mestic and  agricultural  surveys  and  treatments  were  carried  out.  Known 
blackspots  have  been  kept  under  control  more  efficiently. 

Warfarin,  Racumin,  Chlorophacinone  and  Zinc  Phosphide  were  the 
main  poisons  used  against  rats.  Fluorakills  were  used  in  the  sewers  which 
were  only  lightly  infested.  Alpha  Chloralose  was  mainly  used  for  mice 
infestations. 


Some  Legislation  that  became  operative  during  the  year 


Electric  Blankets  (Safety)  Regulations,  1971. 

Requires  all  blankets  to  comply  with  technical  and  constructional  re- 
quirements of  B.S.  3456  with  warnings  against  misuse  and  other  information 
relating  to  safety  to  be  inscribed  on  the  outer  wrappings. 


Bread  & Flour  (Amendment)  Regulations,  1972. 

Extends  the  list  of  bleaching  and  improving  agents  which  may  be 
present  in  flour  including  azodicarbonamide,  etc.  and  which  nutrients  chalk, 
iron,  and  Vit.  B1  are  required  to  be  added. 


Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Amendment)  Regulations,  1972. 

Prescribes  additional  conditions  in  relation  to  “Ultra  Heat  Treat”  of 
milk  when  such  treatment  includes  direct  application  of  steam. 

Deposit  of  Poisonous  Waste  Act,  1971. 

Makes  it  an  offence  punishable  by  heavy  penalties  to  deposit  on  land  any 
poisons,  noxious  or  polluting  waste  in  circumstances  to  cause  an  environmental 
hazard. 
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Labelling  of  Food  (Amendment)  Regulations,  1972. 

Incorporates  many  more  foods  to  those  affected  by  the  Regulations  of 
1970  such  as  sweeteners  added  to  soft  drinks  in  vending  machines. 

Town  & Country  Planning  (Listed  Buildings  & Buildings  in  Conserv- 


ation Areas)  Regulations,  1972. 

Prescribe  the  manner  in  which  applications  for  listed  building  consent 
(whether  demolition,  alteration  or  extension)  in  a conservation  area  to  be 
advertised  and  the  manner  in  which  appeals  may  be  made  by  persons  aggrieved 
by  decisions  of  local  planning  authorities. 


Trade  Descriptions  (Origin  Marking)  (Eggs)  Order,  1972. 

Operative  14th  August.  Prohibits  the  supply  in  U.K.  of  imported  hen 
eggs  in  shell  unless  they  are  marked  with  an  indication  of  the  country  of 
origin. 


Fire  Precautions  (Hotels  and  Boarding  Houses)  Order,  1972. 

Operative  1st  June.  Requires  that  a fire  certificate  be  obtained  from  that 
authority  in  respect  of  any  premises  used  as  stated  above  if  sleeping  accom- 
modation is  provided  for  more  than  6 persons  (guests  or  staff)  or  there  is 
sleeping  accommodation  above  first-floor  or  below  ground -floor  level.
